After seven years on radio and television, the quiz award 
pattern of Groucho Marx's YOU BET YOUR LIFE program (NBC radio, Wed- 
nesday, 9 p.m., EST; NBC-TV, Thursday, 8 p.m., EST) will be substan- 
tially changed beginning with the radio show of Dec. 9 and the TV pro- 
gram of Dec. 10, in order to have more people win awards. 

Contestants, in the future, will have the opportunity of 
selecting four questions from a total of 10 questions in a specific 
category. Each question, depending ee its difficulty, will be worth 
from $10 to $100. Thus a pair of contestants can select the $70, $80, 
$90 and $100 questions and, if all are answered correctly, can win the 
highest possible amount, $ 340.

Robert We Sarnoff Appointed Executive Vice Presidents, 
Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff Will Continue Active as Board Chairman

NEW YORK, Dec. 4, 1953 -- Sylvester L. Weaver, Jr., has been 
elected president of the National Broadcasting Company, it was an- 
nounced today by Brig. General David Sarnoff, chairman of the board 
of RCA and NBC, following a regular meeting of the Board of DirectorSe 

Mr. Weaver joined NBC in 1949 as head of its television 
operations after 235 years in the broadcasting and advertising busi- 
ness, including service as eee Sade Taunt in charge of broadcasting 
for Young & Rubicam and advertising manager for the American Tobacco 
Company. He was put in charge of both radio and television networks 
for NBC in the summer of 1952, and became vice chairman of the board 
in December of that year. 

The election of Robert W. Sarnoff as executive vice president 
was also announced. Mr. Sarnoff, who joined NBC in 1948 after several 
years with the acs publications, has been serving as vice president 
in charge of the NBC Film Division and as Mr. Weaver's executive 
eiticer, 

General Sarnoff said that in his capacity as board chairman 


he would continue to take an active interest in the company, and that

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Mr. Weaver would report directly to him, 

"All these months that I have been acting as president, as 
well as chairman of NBC, have confirmed my belief that basic to the 
broadcasting business is the quality and character of its program 
structure -- 'the play's the thing!," General sarnoff said. "Before 
and above all else, we have a responsibility to build not only the 
best individual programs, but a complete schedule of good programs 
that will satisfy the varied needs and interests of the vast public 
we serve. Only in this way can a network continue to hold its great 
audience. Moreover, this is the surest way to serve the public in- 
terest, the interest of our stockholders and the interest of adver- 
tisers who use and support the facilities of NBC and its affiliates, 

"So, I concluded that the president of NBC should have an 
awareness of high purpose, a sincere regard for public service, a 
proven capacity for showmanship, a thorough understanding of the ad- 
vertisers' needs and problems, and an appreciation of the economic 
facts of life in the broadcasting industry," 

Stating that Mr. Weaver "has a happy combination of the at- 
titudes, talents and experience needed for the job,'' General Sarnoff 


Said, "he will have my full support in his efforts to keep our net- 


work first in programming, first in audience, first in sales and first 


in public service." 

General Sarnoff saidthat the election of Robert Sarnoff ag 
executive vice president would relieve Weaver of the burden of ad- 
ministrative details. 


"The years of understanding and effective relationship

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between Pat Weaver and Bob Sarnoff, working for the same goals, 
assure for the company a continuation of their harmonious and pro-= 
ductive teamwork," General Sarnoff said. "Since we have chosen for 
these key executive positions young men of proven ability -- Pat 
Weaver is 44 and Bob Sarnoff 35 -- we are all set for many years to 
come. Now we can concentrate all our efforts on strengthening our 
position as the nation's number one broadcaster," 

In a closed-circuit broadcast to NBC affiliated stations, 
Mr. Weaver expressed his determination to "make NBC the greatest 
social force and the greatest selling force in the nation," and paid 
tribute to General Sarnoff for his "vision and courage in pioneering 
radio, then television, and now color television, 

"You, more than any other man, are responsible not only for 
the creation and growth of this great company, but for the existence 
and strength of broadcasting itself," Mr. Weaver said. "In my ef- 
forts to build on what has gone before, it will be a great source of 
strength to me to have your guidance and support." 

Mr. Weaver expressed his gratification that the Board of 
Directors had followed his recommendation that Mr. Sarnoff be elected 
executive vice president, 

"Bob and I make a good team," he said. "We respect each 
other. We both have a genuine desire to advance NBC's interests be-~ 
cause we are convinced that's the best way we can advance the inter- 
ests of our audience, our sponsors and our affiliates. And we have 
the same fundamental concept of our job. 

"As broadcasting men, we believe that NBC must program for 


all segments of our population -- must serve the entire public with

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useful, entertaining, informing and inspiring programs « 

"As advertising men, we believe in building this great na- 
tional medium to serve American business as the most efficient means 
by which it can sell its goods and services; and we intend to make it 
possible for any advertiser who can afford any national advertising 
medium at all to afford our facilities, too. 

"Not only can we act together from years of experience in 
acting together, but Bob has been working, as I have, with most of the 
active department heads of NBC; and we know we have a winning combina- 
tion." 

Mr. Weaver commented on the "plus" that NBC enjoys in being 
associated with RCA. "Our nation's entire broadcasting service rests 
on a broad foundation of scientific research and engineering accomp- 
lishment. We broadcasters are only the part of the iceberg that shows 
above the surface," he said.

He became program manager of Don Lee in San Francisco in 1934, 
and a year later joined Young & Rubicam in New York where he became 
manager of the radio division. In 1938, before he was thirty, he be- 
came advertising manager of the American Tobacco Coimpany, and a member 
of the top management group. On leave of absence in 1941, he headed 
radio for the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. He next spent 
two years in the Navy in command of ane scort vessel, and nine months 
producing "Command Performance," the great wartime radio show for men 
overseas. After the war Weaver re-joined American Tobacco, and in 
1947 returned to Young & Rubicam as vice president in charge of radio 
and television, again serving on the agency's plans board and execu- 
tive committee. In 1949 he joined NBC. 

Robert Sarnoff, son of Brig. General David Sarnoff, a native 
of New York City, graduated from Harvard in 1939. After a year at 
Columbia Law School, a year in the office of U. 8. Coordinator of In- 
formation and three years as a naval officer, he became assistant in 
1945 to Gardner Cowles, Jr., publisher of the Des Moines Register & |

I have just come from a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the National Boardcasting Company, and it gives me great pleasure to 
tell you that Mr. Sylvester L. Weaver, Jr., has been unanimously 
elected our new president. 

You will recall that earlier in the year, when Frank White 
asked to be relieved of his duties as president of NBC for reasons of 
health, I agreed to take over that office until such time as a new 
president was chosen, 

While this task, coupled with my duties at RCA, has made ex- 
tremely heavy demands on my time and energies, it is an experience I 
have thoroughly enjoyed. It has given me the better understanding of 
the needs and problems of NBC that can only come from intimate daily 
association with its operations. It has also given me an opportunity 
to observe NBC's executives in action and to assay their qualities of 
mind and spirit. It was a source of comfort and gratification to see 
how many fine executives there are within the NBC organization who 
have been with us for years and from whom we could choose the one best 
fitted for the president's job.

Another major responsibility is to continue: to devise econo- 
mically practical patterns that will enable an Syaitievon tex number of 
advertisers -- large and small -- to broadcast their messages effec- 
tively to the audience we have won. 

So, I concluded that the president of NBC should have an 
awareness of high purpose, a sincere regard for public service, a 
proven capacity for showmanship, a thorough understanding of the ad- 
vertisers' needs and problems, and an appreciation of the economic 
facts of life in the broadcasting industry. 

Once I reached this conclusion, the decision as to who

SYLVESTER L. (PAT) WEAVER, JR. 


President, National Broadcasting Company 


Sylvester L. Weaver, Jr., joined NBC in the summer of 1949 
as head of television, after 23 years of outstanding accomplishment 
in the advertising and broadcasting fields, including service as ad- 
vertising manager of the American Tobacco Company and vice president 
in charge of radio and television for Young & Rubicam. 

After three years as vice president in charge of television 
for NBC, during which time the network attained the number one posi- 
tion in the industry, he was made vice president in charge of both 
radio and television networks in the summer of 1952, 

In December of the same year he was elected vice chairman 
of the board of NBC, at which time he was given the responsibility of 
planning and supervising NBC's introduction of the RCA color tele-~ 
vision system. 

Mr. Weaver was born in Los Angeles on December 22, 1908, He 
attended Los Angeles High School, and was graduated magna cum laude 
from Dartmouth in 1930, where he was elected to Phi Beta Kappa, 

Mr. Weaver first worked in various branches of his family's 
roofing manufacturing business in California before deciding to leave 
this field for advertising. 

He worked for a short time selling door to door and writing 
copy and selling printing in Los Angeles before joining KHJ, the Don 
Lee outlet as a writer in 1952. He became program manager of Don Lee 


in San Francisco in 1934, and a year later came to New York where he 
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joined Young & Rubicam. 

Mr. Weaver became supervisor of programs for the agency's 
radio division and later became Manager of the division, in which 
capacity he served on their plans board, working on the marketing 
problems of the wide range of accounts the agency serviced. 

His work with Young & Rubicam attracted the attention of the 
American Tobacco Company and in 1938, before he reached the age of 30, 
he became advertising manager for this company under the famous George 
Washington Hill. At American Tobacco he was a member of the top man-= 
agement group. 

He went on leave of absence in 1941 to head radio for the 
Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. Following this he spent two 
years in the Navy in cornmand of an escort vessel, and then nine months 
producing "Command Performance," the great wartime radio show for men 
overseas. 

After the war, Mr. Weaver re-joined the American Tobacco 
Company for a short period, but in 1947 he returned to Young & 
Rubicam as vice president in charge of radio and television, again 
serving as a member of the plans board and of the executive committee 
of the agency. He left Young & Rubicam in 1949 to join NBC. 

Mr. Weaver was married in 1942 to Elizabeth Inglis, and they

Robert William Sarnoff joined NBC on January 1, 1948, as an 
account executive in the sales department after three years of ser- 
vice in the Navy, followed by three years with the Cowles publica-~ 
tions. After serving NBC in a variety of capacities, including tele- 
vision production manager and television program sales manager, he 
was appointed director of unit production for television in 195l. 

It was in this capacity that he launched "Victory at Sea", 
the famous NBC-Navy documentary of the Navy's role in World War Il, 
for which he received the Navy's Distinguished Public Service Award, 

In June, 1951, Mr. Sarnoff was elected a vice president of 
NBC and a year later he was placed in charge of the newly created 
NBC Film Division. He was appointed executive assistant to Mr. 
Weaver in September of this year, and was elected to the NBC Board of 
Directors the following month, 

Mr. Sarnoff was born in New York City on July 2, 1918. He 
was graduated from Phillips Andover Academy in 1935 and attended 
Harvard, where he was a member of the Hasty Pudding Club, and re« 
ceived his BA degree in 1959, 

After a year at Columbia Law School, he entered the govern- 
ment service in August, 1941, under William J. Donovan in the broad- 
casting end of the office of Coordinator of Information, which later

IN RADIO CITY'S 5-H; OFFERS SCOPE, SPEED AND SMOOTHNESS 


Equipment and Methods Provide for Controlled Multiple Pickups; 


Facilities Made for Expert 'Live,' Film and Color Handling 


"Panoramic Coordination" -- a part of NBC's "Operation New 


Horizons" -- a new concept in day-to-day television which will make 
possible programming of a scope, speed and smoothness never before 
achieved, was announced today by Leonard Hole, NBC's director of 
production, 

Hole described the project as follows: 

"“Donoramic coordination is an operating technique made 
possible by the design of a new studio -- NBC's studio 5-H located on 
the fifth floor of the RCA Building, New York, 5-H was designed for 
adventure, for the new horizons of tomorrow's television, as well as 
for the developing needs of the present. It combines the facilities oj 
the most modern film studio with the ability to assemble and co- 
ordinate multiple originations from as many 4s 10 outside sources 
at the same time. 

"Tt can provide instantaneous interruption of sound or 
picture on any outgoing program channel in order to handle emergency 


situations and fast-breaking news developments. And the entire

facility possesses communications adequate to deal with the most com- 
plex operation, thus insuring full control in emergencies or in planned 
programs using a number of origination points. 

"The true Significance of 5-H. is two-fold: in the first 
place, it makes possible a truly professional handling of operations 
which in many cases are performed today with difficulties, delays and 
uncertainty; in the second place,it will widen the horizons of possi- 
ble television programming, making a practical reality of program con- 
cepts which in the past have been only dreams.” 

The new Radio City studio, which was built at a cost of about 
$375,000, comprises the following elements: 

(1) A 10-input video switching system, designed to 

handle either local or remote program sources 
in any combination; 

(2) An associated audio switching system, handling 
up to 16 separate sound sources of local or re- 
mote origin; 

(3) Continuous video monitoring of all input posi- 
tions, and selective audio monitoring; 

(4) A separate video and audio switching system 
permitting "break in" on either sound or pic- 
ture,or both,on any or all of the eight out- 
going program channels from Radio City; 

(5) Continuous monitoring of all eight outgoing 
lines and selective monitoring of any channels

(6) An announcer's booth of special design and 
flexibility, equipped with a studio-type or- 
thicon camera; 

(7) Two iconoscope film camera chains, two vidi- 
con film camera chains, and their associated 
projection devices; 

(8) Two record and transcription turntables. 

Starting where most present-day film studios leave off (the 
two iconoscope chains are equipped with the standard 16mm, 35mm, telop, 
slide and animatic projectors), 5-H's vidicon cameras -- ultra-modern, 
rugged and long-lasting -- bid fair, according to Hole, to be a most 
important advance in the television of motion picture film, saeena 
only to the forthcoming television tape devices. NBC, which has al- 
ready telecast network film shows by vidicon with notable success, 
anticipates that its clients will be requesting the use of these 
cameras on their film programs. NBC reserves the right of assignment 
of the vidicons for the time being in order to make the most effective 
use of the improved equipment, Hole explained. 

Studio 5-H is also equipped with magnetic tape reproducers 
so that it can broadcast programs which have been pre-recorded on 
35mm kinescope, another improved process which has been employed re- 
cently with great success. 

This, then, is the two-fold significance and intention of 
the new facility -- to perform present tasks better than ever before 
and to widen the horizons for the future. In this connection it's 


worthy of note that the switching, break-in and coordination func- 
tions of 5-H can be performed equally well for color programs through 
the RCA compatible system.

UNDER GILLETTE SPONSORSHIP 
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The Gillette Safety Gages eonpeny will present, as a 
CAVALCADE OF SPORTS feature, one of the great American sports 
classics -- the Rose Bowl football game -- over both the radio and 
television networks of the National Broadcasting Company for the 
third consecutive year on New Year's Day, 1954 (4:45 p.m., EST). 

The television commentary on the 40th renewal of the 
Pasadena event, which brings together the powerful elevens of 
U.C.L.A. and Michigan State, will be handled by Mel Allen and Tom 
Harmon. Al Helfer and Braven Dyer will describe the game to the 
NBC radio audience. 

NBC and the Rose Bowl have been closely associated 
through the years. The first coast-to-coast radio broadcast heard 
by the nation was Graham McNamee's play-by-play description of the 
1927 Rose Bowl game. 

Sinee 1947, under the terms of a pact between the two 
conferences, the champion of the Pacific Coast Conference meets the 
top team in the Big Ten. The approaching contest involves two

Squads with identical records, each having won eight of its nine 
scheduled games. 

U.C.L.A.'s Red Sanders calls his team "the best I've ever 
coached" and no one doubts it. The Bruins ran up 204 points to 48 
for their nine opponents, and the only black mark on their record 
was a 21-20 loss to Stanford. The best defensive team in U.C.L.A. 
history, it ranked only behind unbeaten Maryland, which permitted 
its foes only 31 points. - 

The Bruins operate from a single wing-balanced line 
offense. The key man is All-American Halfback Paul Cameron, who 
set a new school scoring record of 72 points this season. U.C.L.A., 
incidentally, helped inaugurate the P.C.C.-Big Ten Rose Bowl series 
on Jan. 1, 1947, when it lost to Illinois, 45-14. 

Michigan State, which has made fantastic football progress 
under Biggie Munn, was upset by Purdue, 6-0, for its only reversal 
this season. That defeat ended a 25-game victory streak for the 
Spartans, but they nevertheless went on to win the Western Conference 
crown in their first year as a member of the Big Ten. 

Michigan State employs both the T and single wing, shift- 
ing from one into the other, and its diversified, fast-breaking 
attack is spearheaded by a 165-pound junior named Leroy Bolden, An 
All-American selection, Bolden averaged 5.4 yards per carry this 
Fall and was the team's high scorer with 48 points. 

The Rose Bowl classic dates back to 1902, when a barn- 
storming Michigan team walloped Stanford, 49-0, There followed 
a lapse until 1916, when Washington State defeated Brown, and the 


game has been played every year since. Since the bleachers at the

‘old Tournament Park in Pasadena could seat only 31,000, the 


Tournament of Roses Association became pressed to provide accom~ 
modations for all who desired to see the games. In 1922, the now- 
famous Rose Bowl was dedicated in the Arroyo Seco, a broad mountain 
valley west of the city. In 1930, it was enlarged to form a per- 
fectly elliptical bowl seating 89,083, which thereby made it one 
of the largest stadiums in the United States.

Its press box, the country's largest, is three stories high and 171 


feet long, and can accomodate 184 writers.

MONTH'S GAIN OF 674,000 TV SETS BRINGS 
TOTAL IN COUNTRY TO 26,364,000 


An estimated 674,000 television sets were installed through- 
out the country in October to bring the total number of sets as of 
Nov. 1 to 26,364,000, according to figures released tedeay by Hugh M, 
Beville Jr., NBC's director of research and planning. 

“The October set growth has been equalled only four times in 
the history of the television industry, Beville pointed out // Nearly 
half of October's installations were in television areas opened up 
since the lifting of the FCC television "freeze." 

The 674,000 sets installed in October, 1953, compare with 
626,000 installed in October, 1952. From Jan. 1, 1953, to 
Nov. 1, 1953, there were 5,130,000 new set installations, compared 
with 3,974,000 during the same 10-month period in 1952.

This morning, on NBC-TV's TODAY program, Mr. Weaver was 
interviewed by Dave Garroway at the Colonial Theatre, Dr. Charles B, 
Jolliffe, vice president and technical director of the Radio 
Corporation of America, also was interviewed on the program.

The colorcast will mark the first use of NBC's custom- 
designed color mobile unit, which traveled from New York to Pasadena 
for the event, This is the only fully-equipped color mobile unit in 
existence, It was designed by NBC engineers and fitted out with RCA 
equipment. Capacity of the unit is three color cameras, The unit can 
generate its own electric power and has built-in air conditioning. 

The mobile unit will be used for special events designed to 
bring to the public more colorful and picturesque aspects of American 


life. 


RCA Victor color receivers to be used in the demonstrations 
which will take place in many cities are pre-production models, They 
were built on pilot production lines in the Bloomington, Ind., plant 
of RCA Victor's Home Instrument Department, 

They are similar in appearance to the familiar black and 
white, console models now in homes across the nation, The color re- 
ceiver has the same controls on the front for volume, contrast and 
brightness. It has two additional knobs to adjust color hues to the 
wiewer's preference, 

Color receivers have more tubes and a more complex circuit 
than black and white receivers, The RCA tri-color picture tube -- the 
heart of the color receiver -- contains three electron "guns" whereas 


the black and white picture tube has only one. These “guns" emit

separate electron beams representing red, green, and blue portions of 
the picture. Each hits phosphor dots of corresponding color, produc- 
ing the color picture on the screen, 

The Pasadena colorcast will be the last in a series of four 
outstanding color telecasts scheduled for the holiday season, Others 
in the group are: Gian Carlo Menotti's noted Christmas opera, "Amahl 
and the Night Visitors"; an all-star variety program, "Season's 
Greetings," with Ezio Pinza, Harpo Marx, Paul Winchell, Eddie Albert, 
Betty and Jane Kean, Andre Eglevsky and Maria Tallchief; and "Dragnet," 
marking the first commercial broadcast of color film in television 


history.

The other, prepared to assist the network's affiliates in 
telling the color story to their audiences, has been in the hands of 
each of NBC-TV's affiliates since early in November, for use the 
moment approval of compatible color specifications for TV was an-

In the kit for the advertising leaders was a proof of a 
full-page ad that ran in newspapers across the country on Dec. 18, 
hailing RCA's victory in the fight for compatible color signal 
specifications; a fact-Filied booklet explaining color television;

In his new position, Wile will be responsible for program-

Wile's career in broadcasting began in 1930 at CBS. His 
close association with Weaver dates from 1934 when both joined Young

| When Weaver came from Y & R to NBC in 1949 as vice president 
im in charge of television, Wile accompanied him and became his assistant. 
Brater that year, Wile was placed in charge of programming for the TV 
Mtetwork. He was elected a vice president of the company in January,

Show of Shows," "Colgate Comedy Hour," "Dragnet," "Today," "The Dinah

that NBC-TV's pre-eminent position in public service activity was 
established. Among the other projects commenced while he headed 
programs were the NBC operas in English, "Frontiers of Faith," "Zoo 
Parade," "Youth Wants to Know" and the filmed conversations with 
famous persons of our time, It was upon Wile's suggestion that the 
date of opening TV service from the West Coast was advanced in order 
to televise the Japanese Peace Treaty Conference from San Francisco, 

In 1952 Wile was put in charge of nationwide production 
activities for the television and radio networks, 

Wile has spent his entire professional career in radio and 
television except for service with the War Manpower Commission and 
the U.S. Navy in World War II and a brief period in Rome in 1930-31 
when he was private secretary to John W. Garrett, U.S. Ambassador to 
Italy. He went to work with the CBS Press and Special Events 
Department in 1930, soon after he was graduated with honors from 
Princeton University. He resumed his post with CBS in 1931 after 
returning from Italy, and in 1934 joined Young & Rubicam as manager 
of radio publicity. 

Advancing rapidly at Y & R, Wile soon became business 
manager of the radio department and eventually supervisor of 
operations. During this time he was associated with many outstanding 
radio personalities, including Fred Allen, Jack Benny, Kate Smith, 


Ted Collins, Bob Hope, Eddie Cantor and Ed wynn,. 

Early in World War II, Wile served as associate director of 
information for the War Manpower Commission.

NBC Spot Sales billings reached a record-breaking $22,000,000 
in 1953, 1t was announced today by Thomas B. McFadden, director of 
the sales organization, 

"This is a $5,000,000 increase over 1952 billings and re- 
presents net dollar bookings after commissions and discounts have been 
accounted for," McFadden said, 

The 1953 figure represents a 33 per cent increase in bill- 
ings over 1952 for NBC Spot Sales, 

Breaking down the figure into radio and television sales 
reveals: 

Total spot billings for radio reach $4,500,000 which is 
$860,000 ahead of the 1952 figure representing a 23 per cent increase 
for NBC Spot Sales against an industry-published figure of an 8 per 
cent gain. These increases in sales were all at veteran radio stations 
represented by NBC Spot Sales. One station forged 64 per cent ahead 


in billings over 1952. 
Total spot billing for television soared to better than 


$17,500,000, marking an increase of more than $4,500,000 over 1952. 

Billings at NBC owned-and-operated stations were 22 per cent greater 
than 1952, while at non-owned television stations represented by NBC 
Spot Sales billings were 56 per cent ahead of 1952, with one station 


registering a gain of 61 per cent.

In making public the NBC Spot Sales record, McFadden pointed 
out that 1953 was the first full year of operation under the new NBC 
Spot Sales organization. Eighteen months ago the NBC sales unit under 
his direction started a complete reorganization. 

"In the last six months of 1952, we went through a major 
reorganization at NBC Spot Sales," McFadden stated. "And in 1953 we 
expanded and consolidated our staff which resulted in the record- 
breaking sales story we have to tell today." 

McFadden said that the selling staff of NBC Spot Sales was 
expanded from 24 to 44 men divided equally between radio and televisior 
An incentive compensation plan for salesmen was inaugurated which per- 
mits each salesman to earn 25 per cent over his base salary. In addi- 
tion, more than $20,000 in cash prizes was awarded to the NBC Spot 
Sales staff during 1953. A new business development department was 
- established which creates "tailor-made pitches" for specific clients, 

NBC Spot Sales in 1953 developed new forceful sales techr 
niques the most unique of which is "Electronic Spot Buying." "ESB," 
as it is now known, is the method of selling spot radio and television 
by live demonstration through the use of coaxial cable or micro-wave 
facilities. In practice, 'ESB"provides for advertising agency execu- 
tives in New York, Washington, Cleveland, Chicago, and Hollywood to 
witness a live, closed-circuit demonstration in any of those cities of 
&@ program presented locally in any of the other cities. 
| In September, NBC Spot Sales opened an office in Detroit 
giving full representation in the Motor City. And earlier in the year 
NBC Spot Sales established a publicity department which also serves 


the 18 stations it represents.

FASHION, NBC RADIO SALES DIRECTOR HORTON TELLS SPEECH INSTITUTE 


Radio network broadcasting has become indispensable to the 
people of America, and our national democracy is geared to immediate 
and direct availability of a national audience which only the radio 
network can supply, Frederic L. Horton, director of sales for the NBC 
Radio Network said yesterday (Dec, 28) in a talk at the annual conven- 
tion of the Speech Association of America. 

In his talk at the Hotel Statler in New York, Horton said 
"the radio network has easy access to nationally-known performers, to 
great orchestras and great dramas, to the products of nationwide and 
worldwide news organizations -- in sum, to the network offerings -- 
that made broadcasting indispensable to people throughout our land, 
Americans became dependent on broadcasting because network services 
brought them instantly the great events and issues. and personalities 
of the day and the hour, 

"Our national democracy is geared to immediate and direct 
availability of a national audience, On zy radio broadcasting can 
alert the entire nation instantar.cously and simultaneously in time of 
danger. Subtract the nationwide network system, and these all- 
important factors for democracy and security are logis 

Pointing out that radio set sales are increasing ata fast 
rate, with factory reports showing sales for the first nine months of 
1953 up 30 percent over the same period of 1952, Horton said that 
recent research study reports showed radio has a continuing vitality 
in the present and future TV era due to one main characteristic -- its 
capability of serving in multiple attention situations,

The networks, recognizing not only the change in listening 
habits and the American household's divided preferences, have pro- 
grammed network time to attract both"in and out of the living room" 
listening. 

On the business side, Horton said,radio follows the principle 
that when the market changes, a business must change with it, Since 
the advent of television, the original sales pattern for network radio 
has been found too rigid to serve as the only basis on which the 
medium can be sold. Radio has had to diversify its offerings. Client: 
can now buy participations in multiple-program plans,and certain 
program blocks offering a type of advertising opportunity familiar in 
printed media has come to network radio. 

"We look toward the future with confidence," Horton said, 
"We know that we must provide our stations with programming of the 
quality and type which will continue to attract national audiences and 
national advertisers in competition with all other media, television 
included. 

"Tf we continue so to serve, ever improving our services, 
network radio cannot help but remain the outstanding medium of communi- 
cation and entertainment that it is today, delivering information and 
entertainment to its listeners and millions of customers to the 


advertiser at the lowest cost of any advertising medium.”

Present plans for the show call for music and news, 
with at least three emcees and pickups from various parts of the 
country.

The program 
will include traffic and weather reports.

New NBC Radio Series of on-the-Scene Documentary Programs, 
Produced with Grant from Sloan Foundation, 
To Report on Rebirth of the South

FOR RELEASE SUNDAY, JAN. 3 
With a grant from the Alfred P. Sloan Foundation, NBC has 


been investigating during the past six months what has been called one 
of the most significant developments of this generation: the rebirth 
of the South. The result is a 13-week radio program series, HERITAGE 
OVER THE LAND, which will have its premiere Sunday, Jan. 10 on NBC 
Radio, (1:00-1:30 p.m., EST), 

The broadcasts, tape-recorded on the scene by an NBC docu- . 
mentary crew, will explore the social, economic and cultural revolu- 
tion under way in the South during the past decade. The unit went 
out on seven separate trips, ranging from Washington, D.C., to deep- 
South crossroads too small to be found on any map. There were no 
actors; the voices and sound ef'fects are all authentic, 

Henry Cassidy, former eet correspondent and now NBC 
commentator, serves as narrator, interviewer and guide. The program 
was produced by Lee Painton, written and directed by William Alan 
Bales, researched in the field by Arthur Hepner. 

"We began in the belief that we were recording simply an 
economic change, an evolutionary thing to be measured in decades, " 


Miss Painton, the producer, says. “But we were wrong. What we wit- 


—nessed and what we caught on our recording machines was a revolution 


} in industry, in farming, in economics and in the whole pattern of life 
@s it is lived in the South. We are ready now to report on what we 
Saw and heard." (more)

The first broadcast (Jan. 10)is titled "A Time to Build." 

It serves as a general introduction to the series, the starting place 
for the journey being the Chapel Hill, N.C., home of Paul Green, 
author of "In Abraham's Bosom" and other noted plays, who told Cassidy 
that “the South has the potentiality of being one of the greatest 
creative, cultural regions of the earth.” Among the other points of 
call on the first broadcast are Columbia and Georgetown, 5S.C.; 
Birmingham, Ala., and Atlanta, Ga. Among the voices, in addition to 
that of Paul Green, are those of a grocer, a university professor, a 
group of high school students, a civic leader, a radio news editor and 
two newspaper editors. 

Subjects for subsequent weeks will be the "grassland 
beginnings," Jan. 17; forests and natural resources, Jan. 24; the 
textile story, Jan. 31; the citrus story, Feb. 7; big industry, 
Feb. 14; the river, Feb. 21; power, Feb. 28; petro-chemicals, 
March 7; research and education, March 14; culture, March 21; religion 
and mores, March 28; problems and the future, April 4. 

The program's guide on the Southern journey is a New

Englander, born in Boston. "I'm afraid I must admit, Henry Cassidy 
says, "that I was chosen'for this assignment not because of what I 
know, but because of what I don't know about the South. London I 
know, and Paris. I can tell you the best place to eat in Casablanca, 
and I know how the walls of the Kremlin look when they're red with the 
setting sun. But there was one place, one huge area, virtually a 
third of a continent that I did not know -- the Southern portion of the 
United States. Of course, I thought I did. I had read some books and 


heard some music. But I was completely, absolutely wrong. While I 


had been away reporting the goings-on in Europe, a revolution had take

In company with a tape-recording crew,Cassidy went down into 
a coal mine inGorgas,Ala.; went up into a master's tower ina railroad 
assembly yard at Birmingham, Ala.; covered a forest fire at Georgetown, 
S.C.; attended a cattle auction at Bartiow, Fla.; traveled by bus with 
the North Carolina State Symphony Orchestra from Chapel Hill to Mt. 
Airy, N.C.; wandered through an orange grove in-Lakeland, Fla.; 
Sailed on the river near Mobile, Ala.; visited the model town of 
Griffin, Ga. He sought out interviews in taverns where juke boxes 
played, in newspaper offices, in high schools and colleges and univer- 
sities, in private homes of farmers and industrialists, in factories 
of many kinds.

homes and the latter in 2,596,000 homes.
